Six Wa liam Stroude ſaith, that this Bill will be a 
Cauſe to raiſe the Rent of the Poor, and fo to make 
more Beggars. 

Sir Ed. Mountague ſaith, that, if we make not this 
Bill general for the whole Kingdom, it will be an 
Occaſion to drive all the Poor into the Country, and 
therefore he would have it made a general Bill. [This 
Bill is committed. | 

Fax Speaker ſaith, that it hath pleaſed the King 

to command a Stay of the Execution of the Pu- 
niſhment impoſed by this Houſe on #/0:4; and there- 
fore he will ſtay the Sheriffs from the Execution of 
that Order, till we have received the Meſſage from 
the King. 
Mz. Aford faith, that this nearly concerneth the 
Privileges of this Houſe; and therefore he deſireth, 
that we will not proceed to debate the ſame till the 
Houle be full. 

Six Edward Cooke's Report concerning the Patent 
of Gold Folia.

Mallary faith, that we did put forth Sir Ro- 
Bert Flood for projecting and maintaining of a Pa- 
tent; and he deſireth, that the Houſe will conſider 
in like Manner of all the other Members of this 
Houſe who are Sharers or Maintainers of any Patent. 
St William Spencer ſaith, that, we having con- 
demned a Patent for the ſole making of Gold and 
Silver Thread, and delivered it up to the Lords, and 
divers of the Offenders with it, he would not that 
we ſhould entertain, as a Member of this Houſe, 
any one that is touched in that Patent, till we have 
Notice whether he be cleared or no. 

Sik Edward Villars ſaith, he perceiveth that he 1s 
the Man -that theſe Gentlemen, who ſpake before, 
aim at: he ſtaid forth of the Houſe till the Attorney 
Zelverton, Fowles, Dikes, and the reſt of the Agents 
in that Patent weree xamined, as the Lords of the 
Upper Houle adviſed him ; and there being nothing 
laid to his Charge by any of them, he thought he 
might now come into this Houſe without Exception.

Chancellor of the Exchequer delivereth a 
Meſſage from his Majeſty ; who hath taken Care and 
Notice of what was done here Yeſterday, and faith, 
that he giveth this Houſe Thanks in the Likeneſs of 
a King and of a Father; and as a Father doth de- 
ſire, that our Zeal to him doth not tranſport us to In- 
conveniences :— That he would have us firſt query, 
whether the Liberty of this Houſe can warrant us 
or give us Power to ſentence one who is no Member, 
nor Offender againſt this Houſe, nor any Member 
of it; ſecondly. query, whether we can or will ſen- 
tence a denying Party, other than on Oath :— 
That the Lords did deſire Sic Henry Zelverton, be- 
cauſe he was the King's Priſoner, and would not 
meddle with him till his Majeſty had commanded 
him to be delivered to them ; and his Majeſty would 
have us to conſider whether we will not ſhew the 
like Reſpect to his Majeſty, Floid being his Priſoner, 
as ſtanding committed by his Council. He would 
have us leave this to him, and he will be careful to 
puniſh Floid according to the Greatneſs of his Fault. 
Tux Maſter of the Wards delivereth a Record 
from the King, which his Majeſty commanded him 
to acquaint this Houſe withal; and faith, that the 
King faith, that he will, on View, confirm what Pri- 
vileges we have, and would have us reſt aſſured of it.

Sentence ſhould be executed. 

Mx. Noye ſaith, that there is no Doubt, but that 
the King may ſtay Execution of Judgment given in 
any Court: That, in the Cafe of Latimer, the King 
did pardon the Offender after Judgment given by 
the Court of Parliament. He would that we ſhould 
ſend a Superſedeas for the Stay of Judgment, with 


this Reaſon in it, becauſe it dach pleaſed the King 


to ſpare the Execution of the Judgment we gave. 

He ſaith, that we may judge our Members, or one 

that offends againft this Houſe, or a Member of it; 

but in other Caſes, and of other Perſons, he think- 
eth it belongeth to the Lords; and ſhall be of that 

Opinion, till he ſeeth ſome Precedent to the contrary ; 

— That, ſince we have given Judgment, he would 

have us appoint a Committee to fee, whether we 

have done it juſtly or no. 

Sts Henry Poole faith, that he hath heard, that 
we and the Lords did fit all in one Houſe together, 
and then we did give Judgment with them. He de- 
ſireth a Committee may be appointed to ſeek forth 
Precedents for the ſame ; for, if we were once join- 
ed with the Lords, and have given Judgment with 
them, then he would have us ſeek. how we parted 
with that Power. 

Ma. Hackwe!l would not have a Committee ap- 
pointed to examine what we have done; for he hath 
been a diligent Searcher for Precedents in this Kind, 
and can find none; but he would have us ſend to 
the Sheriffs preſently, by an Order of this Houſe, 
that we will, that, for Cauſes beſt known to our- 
ſelves, they ſhould forbear the Execution of that 
Judgment till they hear further from us. 

Str Ed. Sandys wauld have preſent Anſwer given 
to the Sheriffs, as Mr. Hackwell ſpake; and that in 
the Afternoon we ſhould acquaint the Lords with

SiR Robert e s moveth, that, ſince we have 
given Teſtimony of our Duties to the King more 
than any Precedent doth ſhew of the like to any King, 
he thinketh it good that we beſeech his Majeſty, 
on ſo good an Occaſion, to give us Leave to create 
this Precedent, that our Judgment and Sentence 
may not be ſcandalized. 5 

SIR Ed. Mountague would not have us to go to the 
Lords: It is no Prejudice for us to ſtay an Execu- 
tion; and therefore he would have us (in Defence of 
what we have done, and to maintain our *

| deſpatch the ſame with all Expedition. rin; 
MR. Crewe faith, that we decline from what we 
have done, if we ſtrengthen it by a Bill. 
Mx. Sollicitor would have us go to the King with 
Thanks for his Care, and to let his Majeſty be ac- 
quainted with the Reaſons of our Judgment, and 
to deſire his Majeſty to confirm it. He liketh well 
of having a Bill, but thinks it will be too tedious. 

Mx. Finch ſaith, that it hath been reſolved in the 
King's Bench, that a Habeas Corpus cannot be grant- 
ed to remove a Priſoner committed by the Lords of 
the Council. He would have us to beſeech his Ma- 
jeſty to corroborate our Power in this Buſineſs, that 
our Judgment or Sentence may be put in Execution, 
ſince the ſame proceeded out of our Zeal to his Ma- 
jeſty and his Children. 

SIR Dudley Digs ſaith, that the Sentence is given 
and known abroad, and now to take away any Part 
of it would but lay a Stain on the Judgment of the 
Houſe ; and therefore he would have us ſend to the 
King, and deſire, that, ſince we have been a dutiful 
Parliament, he would be pleaſed to confirm the Sen- 
tence we have given,

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deſired to have longer Time to prepare Bills :—That- 
hereupon his Majeſty gave us an Election of further 
Time, and yet we have choſen what we did at firſt 
diſlike ; which argued a great Inconſtancy in us, 
His Majeſty ſaid, that we took a wrong Way to go 
to the Lords to join with. us to petition him for a 
longer Time; and that made his Majeſty leave to

plorable Eſtate thereof had been already fully ſet 


forth by ſome good“ Members of this Houſe, well 
known, and, as he hoped, ſenſibly - felt by all the 
Members of the ſame; ſince alſo the King's Ma- 


jeſty, at the Beginning of this Parliament, in his 


public Speech, repreſented the Danger of Religion 
in general, and of the Palatinate in particular, with 
this princely and pious Proteſtation, That, if the 
fame could not be recovered by Treaty (whereof he 


had ſome Hope) he would then adventure his Blood 


and Life in the Cauſe ; wherefore the Mover hum-

or at leaſt enable his Majeſty to relieve the Diſtreſ- 


ſed, to reſcue Religion, to recover the Palatinate, 


with the Patrimony of his Daughter's Children, and 
to perform the princely Promiſe which he made. 
Tars Motion thus made was entertained with 


much Joy and a general Conſent of the whole Houſe, 


and was ſeconded by ſome worthy * Members of the 
lame, who ſhewed divers Reaſons why we ſhould 
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make here ſuch a Declaration; viz. becauſe that the 


Reputation of the Arms of Princes is of as great De- 
fence and Conſequence as their proper Force, and 
that now, while the Parliament ſitteth, the King 
hath his Sword drawn ; for the whole Kingdom 1s 
then ready, both with Purſe and Arms, to aſſiſt the

Six Nath. Rich faith, that he doth much rejoice 
to ſee this general Declaration be here approved 
with ſuch an Acclamation ; for that this will ſhew 
to the World, that we are not inſenſible of the Suf. 
ferance of thoſe of our Religion, nor of the Wrong 
done to the Count Palatine, 

Tuts Motion was entertained with much Joy and 
a general Conſent of the whole Houſe, and ſounded 
forth with the Voices of them all, withal lifting up 
their Hats in their Hands, as high as they could 
hold them, as a viſible Teſtimony of their unani- 
mous Conſent; in ſuch Sort, that the like had ſcarce. 
ever been ſeen in Parhament. 

'Tren there grew a little Queſtion, whether we 
ſhould enter this our Declaration of our general Re- 
ſolution, to ſpend our Lives and Fortunes for the 
Defence of thoſe of our Religion and of the Pala- 
tinate: but it was reſolved, after a little Debate, 
that it ſhould be entered in the Clerk's Book, to re- 
main on Record, as our Declaration; which done, 
the Houſe ſeleted a Committee of all his Majeſty's 


Privy Council, that were Members of this Houſe, 


together with Sir James Parrett and ſome other ſe- 


lected Members, to draw up the Declaration of the 


Houſe's general Conſent in this. Cauſe, and for to 
ſet it down in writing, that it might be entered and 
remain regiſtered with the Clerk of the Parliament

Six Dud. Digs moved, that the Privy Council of 
this Houſe might, from the Houſe, beſeech his 
Majeſty not to uſe any Delay in the Treaty for the

Wulst the Committee was drawing up of this 
Declaration, Mr. Damport was called into the Houle 


and being on his Knee at the Bar, and there having 


his Sword by his Side, the Serjeant was blamed by

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the Speaker, for permitting him to come into the 
Houſe (being a Delinquent) with his Sword: where- 
upon Damport delivered his Sword to the Serjeant 
here in the Houſe. f 

Tux Speaker charged Damport for miſinforming 
of this Houſe with that which he, on his Oath, de- 
nied before the Lords. | 

Ms. Damport anſwereth, that, 1 he was called 
here, he was bold to deliver his Thoughts as well as 
his Knowledge; but, when he came before the Lords, 
on better Conſideration, he could not juſtly ſay, he 
knew that Dr. Field, the Biſhop of Landaff, ſhould 
have any thing :—That, for himſelf, he was not to 
have any thing on Contract, but only his Friend

Wren the Committee had drawn up the Decla-(ay 
ration (which, whilſt Damport was cenſuring, they 
finiſhed) it, being reported and publicly read in the 
Houſe, was received with a general Approbation 
and like Acclamation of Joy, by Aſſent of Voices 
and lifting up their Hats in their Hands, as was 
done when this was committed to the Committee. 

Tux Declaration was as followeth : 

Tux Commons aſſembled in Parliament, taking 
into their moſt ſerious Conſideration the preſent 
Eſtate of the King's Children abroad, and the ge- 
neral afflicted Eſtate of the true Profeſſors of the 
ſame Chriſtian Religion, profeſſed by the Church of 
England, and other foreign Parts; and, being touch- 
ed with a true Senſe and F ellow-feeling of their Diſ- 
treſſes, as Members of the ſame Body, do, with 
one unanimous Conſent of themſelves, and of the 
whole Body of the Kingdom (whom they do repre- 
ſent) declare unto his moſt excellent Majeſty, and 
unto the whole World, their hearty Grief and Sor- 
row for the fame; and do not only join with them 
in their humble and devour Prayers to Almighty 
God, to protect his true Church, and to avert the 


Dangers now threatened, but allo with one Heart 


and Voice do ſolemnly proteſt, that, if his Ma- 
jeſty's pious Endeavours by Treaty, to procure their 
Peace and Safety, ſhall not take that good Effect he 
deſireth, (in the Treaty whereof they humbly be- 
ſeech his Majeſty to make no long Delay) that then, 
upon the Signification of his Pleaſure in Parliament, 
they ſhall be ready, to the uttermoſt of their Pow- 
ers, both with their Lives and Fortunes, to aſſiſt 
him; ſo as by the divine Help of Almighty 2 
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(who is never wanting unto thoſe, who, in his Fear, 
ſhall undertake the Defence of his own Cauſe) he 
may be able to do that by his Sword, which by 
peaceable Courſes ſhall. not be effected. <0 
IT was ordered, that this Declaration ſhould be 


here recorded in the Clerk's Book, and every Man 


that would might have Copies of it. 
Anp ſo, this being the laſt Act done by our 


Houſe at this Sitting of Parliament, preſently a 


Commiſſion under the Great Seal came down from 
the Lords, to whom the King ſent it, for the ad- 
Journing of the Parliament till the 14th of Novem- 
ber next. There came (as Meſſengers from the 
Lords) with the faid Commiſſion the Lord Chief

By this Bill, the Sheriff ſhall make Proclamation 
within Twenty-one Days after the Receipt of the 
ſaid Writ, and Six Days before the Election, in the 
Market Place of the City or chief Town of every 
County. The Sheriff hath Power, at the Election 
of the Knights of the Shire, to call any Man that 
ſhall be ſulpected not to be a Freeholder, or not to 
have lived in the County reſident half a Year before 
the Election, and examine him on Oath, whether 
he be a Freeholder, or hath lived in the faid County, 
as before : and, if ſuch Perſon ſhall refuſe to be de- 
poſed, or ſhall be found to be one that ought not to 
give Voice at the ſaid Election, then the Sheriff 
ſhall impriſon ſuch Perſon for a Month, without 
Bail. None ſhall be choſen Citizen or Burgeſs for 
any City or Borough, who is not of that City or Bo- 
rough, or hath not lived in ſuch City or Borough, 
or is not Steward or Recorder of the ſame. No Let- 
ter for the Election of any one ſhall be read or pub- 
liſhed, at the Time of the Election of any Bur- 
geſs, '&c.

Six Sam. Sandes ſaith, that Yeſterday, at the riſing 
of the Houſe, he ſeeing one quarrelling with Mr.

And the King hath not bleſt one only Kingdom with 
his Royal Care, but he hath extended it alſo to Ve- 
land, and hath given a Commiſſion for the rooting 
out of all Grievances and Inconveniences there, and 
hath done ſo much for the Good of that Kingdom, 
as Nobis nihil reliquit. 

2. Fox the Occaſion of this Meeting or Aſſem- 
bly in Parliament, he ſaith, that the King hath ſole 
and free Power to call, prorogue, and finiſh the Par- 
liament ; and that we were like the Centurion's Ser- 


vants : when his Majeſty biddeth us go, we are to 
go; when he biddeth us come, we are to come: 
That the Occaſion of this Meeting was ſought 5 
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only by the Commonalty, and not by the King or 
his Council :—That the King granted the Deſire of 
the Commonalty, and for it, and ſome Occaſions of 
the Palatinate, hath cauſed the calling of this Aſſem- 
bly.

Secondly, for the Honour of the King, that 
by this War we ſhall maintain the Title of the King, 
who is ftiled Defender of the Faith. He would not 
have us neglect the King, who is ſo dear to God, by 
neglecting his Children, who are ſo dear to him. 

Thirdly, 
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3 Thirdly, for the Peace of this Kingdom, that, if one 
0 or two of the King of Spain's five Armies do come 
h againſt the Palatinate, it may, without our Help, 
W ruin them, and endanger us: That we cannot bet- 
0 ter divert the Projects of our Enemies (who labour 
3 to ſow Diſſention between the King and his People) 
| than by giving the King Content in this Buſineſs, 
and to buſy them with ſome War abroad. He would 
have us provide for a preſent and future Supply, 
and that we adviſe with the Lords both for. the 
Quantity of the Supply to be given for the War, 
and touching the Manner and the Governors of it. 
SIR James Parrett ſaith, that, ſince on his Motion 
the Declaration. of this Houſe at our laſt Departure, 
for the aiding of the Palatinate, was grounded, he 
thinketh himſelf bound to ſpeak his Opinion and 
Conſcience in this Buſineſs. He would have us con- 
ſider, firſt, for the Maintenance of Religion in ge- 
neral; and then particularly, for that in the Pala- 
tinate. . This Kingdom hath heretofore vanquiſhed 
France, ſupported the Netherlands, ſupplanted Wales, 
alfronted and aſſiſted Spain, and done many other 
noble Actions; and therefore he holdeth it a great 
Diſhonour for our Nation to ſit down, and not ſhew 
ourſelves for the Defence and Recovery of the Pa- 
latinate. But he would have us, in like Manner, 
conſider what we are now : the Country is poor, but 
the Kingdom is not; for all the beſt Part of the 
Wealth of the Kingdom is contained within the Walls, 
of this City :—Thar here is 100,000 J. per Annum 
ſpent in Tobacco, which would maintain a reaſona- 
ble Army almoſt a Year. All the Nobility and 
Gentry of this Kingdom come and ſpend their 
Eſtates here on Toys, Jewels and Clothes. The 
Eaſt India Company have 1,500,000 J. in Bank here: 
the Uſurers of this Town have a Million, at the 
leaſt. He would have all the Nobility and Gentry 
of this Town, who have no important Buſineſs or 
Employment here, to be compelled by a Law to 
Vor, II. ' 66 g0 
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go and live in the Country; and, though many ſay 


their Wives draw them hither, yet Laws will rule 
their Wives, though their Huſbands cannot: That 
there 1s too much Exceſs of Plate in Gentlemen's 
Houſes in the Kingdom. He would have us con- 
ſider, what will diſcharge the Charge of a War; and, 
as we ſhould provide for that, he would have us 


likewiſe look to ourſelves at home, whether we want agg 


Proviſion : Parva junt arma forir. niſi fit conſilium 
domi. He thinketh a War of Diverſion is neceſſary. 
He would have us give as much for a preſent Sup- 
ply as ſhall be needful, and for the future War as 
much as every Man is in the Subſidy Book ; as, if 
he be 10 J. he ſhould pay 10 J. fully. For his Part 
he is very willing to give ſo much, and he doubteth 
not but that will diſcharge the War. Only he de- 
fireth, that we may have firſt Safety at home; that 
we be not here ſupplanted by thoſe of a contrary 
Religion, whoſe Hearts are at the King of Spain's 
Service; and they think they ought to be fo, be- 
cauſe he is the Protector of their Superſtition and 
Religion. 

Sis Edward Sackville faith, that the Paſſing Bell 
now tolleth for Religion and the State of the Pala. 
tinate ; it is not dead, but dying. He would have 
us conſider of Two Things: Firft, what is fit to 
be done at this Time: Secondly, what is unfit to 
be now talked of. Firſt, that we ſhould remember 
what we promiſed by our Declaration. He would 
have us beſtow ſuch a Sum on the King, as will ſuf- 
fice for the preſent Supply of the Wants of thoſe 
Soldiers that now are in the Palatinate; and this 13 
the Buſineſs which is fit to be diſcuſſed of and done 
at this Time. Secondly, that it is unfit to ſpeak or 
diſcourſe of any thing elſe till this be effected. 

Sis Robert Phillips faith, that the Neceſſity of 
the Affairs now in Hand and his Duty calleth him 
up, and that he will ſpeak with a loyal Heart to the 
King and this State, and to the Wants of the King's 

Children:.

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Children: That the Propoſitions now on Foot are, 


1. For à preſent Supply for the Palatinate: 2. To 
make a thorough War: the one is needful, the 
other neceſſary :-—That the States who are like to 
hinder us are the Catholic States; which conſiſt of 
that great Wheel of Spain, and the little ones of 


Germany, both which now fight againſt us with a 


victorious Sword. Thoſe who are for us may be 
thoſe of our Religion in the Low Countries, the 
Princes of the Union, the Proteſtants of France, 
and ſome few in other Places; which is but ſmall 
Aſſiſtance. He prayeth, that our Sins have not 
been the Cauſe that hath made the Princes of the 
Union fall from us; bur he hopeth, they will be re- 
united when they ſhall ſee us ftir again, For the 
Low Countries, though their forgetful Pride hath 
made them neglect us, yet their Buſineſs againſt the 
Spaniard will put them in Mind of their Fault, and, 
he hopeth, make them be as firm to us, as they are 
near Neighbours to us; and he thinketh it needful 
and neceſſary, that they have Dependancy on no 
State but our's. As for France, the Proteſtants there 
are locked up there by a Civil War, ſo as there is 
no Hope of Help thence. It is true, that the King 
hath carried the Affairs of the Palatinate wiſely, 
and hath ſought, out of his Goodneſs and pious 
Diſpoſition, by Treaty to make Peace: but he hath 
therein been unfortunate, for, whilſt we have treated 
of Peace, they have ſtill gone on with the War. 
It hath been told us, that the King of Spain is our 
Friend, but every one knoweth, that he is the Pre- 
ſident of the Council of that War which is made 
againſt the Palatinate; and, for aught appeareth, 
that War moveth not but by the Wheel of Spain, 
who payeth all the Soldiers there. As for the Duke 
of Bavaria, he is but a petit Prince. He would 
have us conſider, firſt, the Honour of this King- 
dom; for he is jealous of it, becauſe he heareth how 
ve are ſlighted by foreign States:. That he thinketh,

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Bohemia on the King's Children's Heads, and there- 


fore he hath puniſhed them and us with the Loſs of 


their own Patrimony, to our Shame, and their Sor- 

row and Diſhonour. Secondly, for the Ability of 
this Kingdom, that at this Time our Trade is de. 
cayed, and the Letters and Remedies adminiſtered 
by the Lords of the Council have wrought no good 


Effects at all; ſo as there is ſmall Hope to do any 


Good in Trade but by good Laws. Thirdly, for 
our Security at home, that all thoſe Papiſts, who are 
here amongſt us, howſoever they live, their Hearts 
and Affections are ſubject to the King of Spain: — 


That they are grown inſolent; they call us already (2 


the Proteſtant Faction, and they diſpute of their 
Religion boldly, as if they had Laws and Liberty to 
defend the ſame publickly. He deſireth, in this 
Reſpect, that we may proceed with ſome Courſe for 
our Safety at home, that they, who are grown to 
ſuch a Head here, may not turn the Wheel about, 
and ſo, when they have gotten us under, we mourn 
and repent our Want of Conſideration and Provi- 
dence. He would have us conſider what we can do 
at this Time, and whar we have already done. We 
have already given Two Subſidies, and have not had 
any Bill paſſed. He would not have us, at this 
Time, to grant any Subſidy; but firſt to proceed 
with ſome Bills to ſatisfy the Country, and at our 
next Meeting to grant Subſidies, which Meeting he 
would have ſhould be as ſoon as it ſhall pleaſe his 
Majeſty ; for the Palatinate may be otherwiſe ſup- 
plied till that Time. As for our Treaties, we hear 
of Treaties with the Emperor and the Archduke: 
but, if we will effect any good End, we muſt treat 
with the Council of Spain, which, all the World 
ſeeth, doth only ſupport the Emperor. He would 
have us, at our next Meeting, prepare for a tho- 
rough War. He ſaith, for his Part, he is reſolved

God is angry with us for not keeping the Crown of

end with the King, as he began, with ſome Teſti- 
mony of our Affections by Subſidies. 


Six Edv. Giles would have us make a thorough 
War, but ſo as Queen Elizabetb did, to enrich our- 


ſelves, as well as to defend our Right and ourſelves. 
He ſaith, there was a Jeſuit lately taken in the Weſt 


Country, and is now at Exeter, who faid, that there 
were 500 more Jeſuits here in England at this 
Time; and his Boy ſaid, that he heard his Maſter 


ſay, that he hoped ſhortly to ſee a new King in Eng- 
land, He would therefore have a Courſe firſt taken 


to ſecure the King, Prince and Kingdom in theſe - 


dangerous Times, and Confluence of Papiſts ; and 
that afterwards we ſhould conſider how to aid and 
give Supply for the Palatinate. He believeth, that 
we ſhall do no Good by Treaty, and would there- 
fore have us treat with our Swords in our Hands. 
God hath hitherto done much for us; but we muſt 
not look for that Help from him till, if we be fo 
careleſs of his Church and the true Religion. 

Mx. Secretary Calvert faith, he will apply himſelf 


principally to Sir Robert Phillips's Speech; and faith, 


firſt, that his Grounds were miſtaken, when he 
ſaid, that this Time was not fit or opportune to give 
Aſſiſtance for the Palatinate.

would have howſoever done for the Supply of the

He would have us have alſo Conſideration of

He would 
have us conſider, who maketh War againſt us, which 
is the Spaniard; and againſt him, as he conceiveth, 
we are to bend our Forces, for it is he that giveth 
Counſel and Pay againft us. There 1s no halting 
between Two Religions, and therefore he liketh not 
that the Papiſts are ſo common and bold in England.

For the ſecond, 
from whom and in what Manner this Aid ſhall be 
levied, none ſhall be more forward and willing to 


give than himſelf. Thoſe for whom he ſerveth here 


deſire nothing more than a plain War, and therein 
they will venture their Lives and Eſtates; but thoſe 


thence the Collectors of the laſt Subſidy ſaid, they 
knew not how to levy the Subſidy behind. He de- 
fireth, that therefore in giving the Houſe will be 
pleaſed to conſider, from whom the Aid ſhall come, 
and that it may be levied from thoſe who are wealthy,

if by Accident we are diſabled to perform it. He 
faith, that the firſt Part of the Propoſition is to ſend

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and the ſecond Part is to ſend an Army of our own 


Countrymen thither to augment that Army: That 
this War mult be ſupplied by Money, wherein we 
are too weak for the King of Spain: That we are 
diſabled of ſome Right, which belongeth to Sub- 
jects, to proceed in this War; for it is a Rule, that, 


if the Subjects of one King do ſpoil the Subjects 


of another King of their Goods, the Subjects ſo 
wronged have a Kind of Intereſt to right themſelves 
on the Subjects of the other King. He ſaith, that 
we are unfit to do any thing abroad, till we are more 
ſecure at home. He would have us labour for a 
Seſſions before Chriſtmas; but would not have us 
have only Bills, nor only give a Supply, but to do 
both together. He would have us frame an Oath 
of Aſſociation, to be miniſtered to, and taken by all 
our own Nation and People; and that thoſe, who 
ſnould refuſe the ſame, ſhould not hold any Office in 
the Commonwealth. |

He heareth, 
that 1t will be a dangerous Precedent for us to give 
more Subſidies without having ſome Bills, He doth 
not think this Kingdom ſo poor and beggarly as it 
it is ſaid to be, neither would have us report it to 


be fo; for he hopeth we have Means to live, and do 


as much as our Anceſtors have done: — That it is 
the King of Spain that hath laid out his Money to 
gain from us the Palatinate. He would have us

\7 OUR Majeſty's moſt humble Servant, to his 
* great Grief, hath received Notice, from the 
Lord Treaſurer and the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, of your Majeſty's Diſpleaſure conceived againſt 
him, by Occaſion of ſome Reports touching a 
Speech of his in Parliament; and that, for your 
Majeſty's Satisfaction, you had commanded him to 
deliver a Copy thereof in Writing : which Com- 
mandment it is impoſſible for him abſolutely and 
preciſely to perform ; becauſe he had written no 
Part of that Speech, before he uttered the ſame, 


and had not any Notes or Memorials thereof, but 


{ſuch as were retained in his Mind. 
. Yer, to expreſs his true Zeal and Care of his 
Duty to your Majeſty above all earthly Matters, he

And, leſt the Miſinterpretation of this 
Piety might give ſome Colour to the Negligence of 
Officers in the Execution of Laws againſt Papiſts, 
with due Reverence to your Majeſty's great Judg-

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Trar ſome Errors are only ſeated in the Under- 


ſtanding, and ſo are merely intellectual, or elſe miſ- 
guide the Practice and Devotion in the Manner of 
worſhipping God : other Errors extend themſelves 
farther, to the Diſtemper of the State; and that it 
hath always belonged to the outward and coercive 


Power of Magiſtrates, to reſtrain, not only the 


F ruit, 
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Fruit, but even the Seeds of Sedition, though bu. 
ried under the Pretences of Religion. 

THrar the ſame Rules of Faith, from whence 
the Papiſts receive the ſuperſtitious. Part of their 
Religion, do bind them to other Opinions and Prac- 
tices, dangerous to all Princes and States, which 
ſhall not allow of thoſe Superſtitions. 

Trar this Error in the Underſtanding, which 
makes the ſuperſtitious Part, and the Malice of 
their Will, which makes the ſeditious Part of that 
Religion, being knit together by one entire and 


indiviſible Authority, if they ſhould both be received 


under the Grace and Shadow of your Majeſty's 
Piety, it may be juſtly feared, that (while the Er- 


rors are unlike to be cured, becauſe they withold{.,1 


themſelves from the Means) the Danger and Power 
of their Malice will be much increaſed. 


Taz Aim of the Laws, in the Penalties and Re- 


ſtraint of Papiſts, was not to puniſh them for be- 
lieving and thinking; but that they may be diſa- 
bled to do that which they think and believe they 


ought to do. b 


2. Ir was acknowledged, that, as the Image of 
God's Power is expreſſed in your royal Dignity, ſo 
is the Image of his Goodneſs by your Lenity and 
Clemency, in that you would not the Death of a Sin- 
ner: yet, if this Goodneſs do not ſhine upon the 
Popiſh Priefts and Jeſuits without ſome Hazard to 
your State, that your Majeſty would be pleaſed to 
allow us, in Duty and Humility, to offer unto your 
ſacred Perfon the Prince and beſt of the People, as 
more worthy Objects of that Goodneſs. 

3. Your Bounty to your Servants was confeſſed 
to be a juſt and honourable Work of Grace ; but 
that ſome of them, who had been Partakers of that 


Bounty, had conveyed thoſe Grants of the Forfeitures 


of Recuſants, which your Majeſty beſtowed on them, 
to the Uſe of the Recuſants themſelves ; which did

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amount (though not in general) to a Toleration by

4. Ir was declared, that your Majeſty had not 


only made evident to the World your Juſtice and 


Integrity, in the Preſervation of your Leagues and 
Treaties with other States; but that you had ever 
been ready to add ſomewhat of your own Kindneſs 
and Magnificence, And yet ſome Cauſe of Fear 
was propounded (not without ah humble Protefta- 
tion neither to ſpeak or think otherwiſe than reve- 
rently of foreign Princes, and their publick Miniſ- 
ters) thar, out of your princely Diſpoſition, ſome 
Occaſions might be offered ro the Advantage of Re- 
ligion. The Inducement of which Fear was thus : 

FRIENDSH1PS conſiſting more in the Equality of 
Conditions of the Perſons, and being a mutual Ob- 
ligation to the Exchange and Intercourſe of good 
Offices; if on either Side there ſhould be more giv- 
ing than retaining, it muſt, upon Neceſſity, grow 
to a Conſumption and Decay on that Part, by which 
ſuch Inequality is to be ſuſtained. 

IT had been obſerved by fome other Members of 
this Houſe, that your Majeſty is the chief Head and 
Defender of thote who profeſs the Reformed Reli- 


gion, and that another Prince is the Head of the 


Popiſh Religion: from whence it was inferred, if 
by Mediation of foreign Princes thoſe Courſes are 
ſtayed, which are likely to hinder the Increaſe of 
Papiſtry in your Majeſty's Dominions, and no ſuch 
Effect can be obtained by your Mediation with 
fome of thoſe foreign Princes ; that this Inequality, 


opening a Way for the Decreaſe of your Party, and 


admitting no Way of Increaſe, may humbly be 
feared to be to the Diſadvantage, not of the Cauſe 
alone, but to the Furtherance of their Hopes, who 
ſhall defire the impairing of your Majeſty's Strength. 

In this Place was interpoſed an humble Requeſt, 
not to conceive that he did affirm all thoſe Things 


whereof he had, or ſhould ſpeak; but that he might 


be 
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be allowed the Extent and Liberty, which doth be- 


long to all Conſultations, to debate, not of Poſitions 
and Affirmatives alone, but likewiſe of Probabilities

5. Ir there could be any Degrees in Superlatives, 
it was acknowledged that your Majeſty's Wiſdom 


would appear in a Luſtre above your other Virtues, 


as by theſe Virtues you ſhine above other Princes. 
The Doubt in this Place was derived from an Ob- 
ject, which might be propoſed to a principal Act of 


that Wiſdom, the Care and Warineſs in the Pre- 


fervation of your Royal Perſon, which cannot be 
called Fear, but a juſt Eſtimation of that precious 
Life, upon which depends the Safety and Happineſs 
of ſo many Thouſands. _ : 

IT had been obſerved the Day before, that Trea- 
ſons have not been fo frequent in your Majeſty's 
Time, as in the Time of the late Queen ; and from 
that Occaſion did ſpring this Doubt, that it was

Ma. Neale ſaith, that the Company of the Planta- 
tion is compoſed of Merchants and Maſters of Ships 
here in London; and that ſuch Places for the drying 
of Fiſh' do coſt the poor Fiſhermen, who go thi- 
ther, ſome Years 1000/.—That this Bill giveth a 


free Liberty, as well to thoſe who are there reſident, 


as Strangers; and they being there firſt may, if 
they pleaſe, take up the firſt and choiceſt Places, 
without the Moleſtation of any Fiſherman. But this 
Proviſo, offered by Mr. Guy, aimeth to have the 
choice Places and Stages for the Planters there, who 
keep not their Plantation. on the Sea Coalt there, 
but during the Seaſon of Fiſhing. 
Mx. Secretary Calvert ſaith, that, unleſs the Plant- 
ers may have Priority of Place and Stages, for the 
drying of their Fiſh, they will be diſcouraged to 
plant there; and he therefore wiſheth, that we 
would admit of the Proviſo, if we deſire to have the 
Bill paſſed; for the King will not do any thing that 
may any ways diſcourage the Planters. 5 
Mx. Guy faith, that the Scope of the Proviſo is 
only to give Choice of the firſt Place and Stage, for 
drying of Fiſh, in ſuch Places as the Planters there 
have made any real and actual Plantation, not of 
Booths, but of Houſes and Manſion Places 4.

Mz. Wentworth ſaith, that, for the Queſtion, 
whether the Thing that we meddle with be not al- 
tum ſapere; he faith, that in this Buſineſs we meddle 
not, but with what is for the Glory of God, and 
the King's Honour; and God himſelf doth allow us 


to petition to him for any thing that may be for his 


Glory and Church :—That in 35 H. 8. there was 
here a Treaty of War againſt the Turk. The King 
is our Head, and it concerneth the Body Politic, as 
well as the Natural, to defend its Head. In 25 Ed. 
3. and 33 Hen. 8. there is a ſpecial Caution of the 
Prince's Wife or Marriage; becauſe from their Bo- 
dy Children are to come who are to rule the Realm. 
He would have the Petition qualified : he would not 
have us preſs the King to let us know, what he in- 
tended to do concerning theſe Things. We men- 
tion them in our Petition, but only to expreſs therein 
the Cauſes of our Fears, and the Remedies ; leaving 
it to. his princely Conſideration, without deſiring to 
know his Purpoſe therein. :

Stix George Moore faith, it belongeth to us as Par- 
liament Men to put the King in Mind, what are 
the Cauſes, as we conceive, that do or may increaſe 
the Danger of our Religion; and, amongſt other 
Things, to ſay, that the Hope of the Match cauſeth 
the Inſolencies of the Papiſts, to the Danger and Ha- 
zard of our Religion: and fo likewiſe for War, but 
to tell our Opinions, and leave all to the King's 
Wiſdom and Conſideration. 

SIR Rob, Phillips ſaith, that, this our Cont being 
ſtrengthened with Reaſon and confirmed with his 
Majeſty's Invitation, he thinketh, that we need not 
to Saba of his Majeſty's gracious Acceptance. He 
faith, that the King invited us, by a Speech at Vite- 
ball, to ſpeak freely of the Grievances of the King- 
dom :— That there was never a — 5 — of a Prince 
of England to marry with one of a contrary Reli- 
gion; and therefore he doubteth not, but we may 
create a Precedent of it, if we have not any :;— 
That the Match with Spain, with Philip 2. and Queen 
Mary, was debated in Parliament, and ſhe ſaid, ſhe 
would deſiſt in it, if the Match were not found con- 
venient in Parliament; and, if ſhe had not blemiſh- 
ed her Reign with Stains in other Things, there 
had remained a better Memory of her than now 
there doth. He would have the Petition go on, 
without deſiring an Anſwer from his Majeſty, but 
leave it wholly to his princely Conſideration. 

Sik Henry Vane deſireth, that we ſhould ſeek for 
Precedents, whether that the Marriages of Princes 
have uſed to be treated of here, before it be ſent 
hicher by the King, left we graſp more than we can 
hold faſt. 

MR. Heneage Finch, Recorder of London, ſaith, 
he knoweth nothing in the Petition, but that we 

may petition of to the King; though, he confeſſeth, 
it containeth the greateſt Matters, that ever came 
within theſe Walls. But we proceed humbly by 


Petition, on the Conſideration of the King's Speeches, 
| that 
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that he will never marry the Prince but ſo as hall 
be for the Advancement of this Church and Realm: 


That, if the King ſhould' break off the Match, on 


the Petition of this whole Kingdom, it will ſatisfy 
all the World of a good Reaſon ſo to do. And, 
ſince we have proceeded in this Petition ſo far, he 
thinketh it were a deſerting of our Religion, as if 
we were careleſs, having taken it in hand, whether 
the Prince did marry with one of our Religion or 
no: That he thinketh, there is nothing in the Pe- 


tition, but what may, with Humbleneſs, very well 


be preſented to his Majeſty. a 

. Ms. Brooke ſaith, that we preſcribe, by our Pe- 
tition, nothing to the King; but, for ſuch and ſuch 
Reaſons, humbly deſire, that he will be pleaſed to 
think of ſome Match for the Prince, with one of 
our Religion. To make War or Peace belongeth 
only to the Prerogative of the King; but we are 
invited to it by the Speech we had delivered us by 


the Command of the King, whereby we were told, 


that there was no Hope of Peace. On which Pro- 
poſition and Invitation, we humbly beſeech, by Pe- 
tition, the King to conſider of the beſt Courſe for a 
War: and therefore, ſince theſe Things originally 
proceed, not from us, but the King, he would have 
us proceed in it. 


MR. Tho. Crewe faith, it is a Wonder to ſee the 
ſpiritual Madneſs of ſuch, as will fall in Love with(:6) 


the Romiſb Harlot, now ſhe is grown ſo old a Hag. 
There is a Statute H. 8. that, if a Prieſt did lie with 
his own Wife, it was Felony ; but, if he committed 
Adultery with another, it was not held as any great 
Offence. It is an inherent Prerogative of the King 


to make Peace, War, call Parliaments, Sc. and to 
match his Son, as well as any private Father ; but 
therein the Subject hath an Intereſt. It is one Thing 
to aſſume Authority 'or Intereſt, and another hum- 
bly to ſhew, by Petition, what may be prejudicial 
to the King and State ;—That in the Time of 
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for the Good of the Subject: That, in Queen Eli- 


zabeth's Time, the Treaty of her Marriage was 
here in this Houſe, and the Petition of this Houſe 
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to ber concerning it was by her lovingly accepted; 


| becauſe it did beſeech her to marry without Limi- 


tation; and ſo do we petition to the King for the 
Prince, without limiting either Time or Perſon. In 
8 Eliz.. a [Speech to] Parliament in Print, wherein 
that Queen doth expreſs to the Parliament her In- 
tent to marry in a convenient Time.

Six Edward Cooke ſaith, Melins eſt recurrere, quam 


male currere. It is true, that the Father, even a- 
mongſt private Men, ſhould have Power to marry 
his Children. The indiſputable Prerogatives of the 
King are, to make Peace, War, and Marriages for 
his Children: but this is a Petition of Remembrance 
or Grace, without deſiring an Anſwer: - That we 
have heard from the Lords, that Peace is denied 


the King, and that the Voice of Bellona, not the 


Turtle, muſt be heard; and that the King muſt ei- 
ther abandon his Children or engage himſelf in a 
War, and that on a ſtanding War. And this is a 
Ground (coming from the King) to invite us to as 
much as is contained in the Petition. For the Mar- 
riage of the Prince, that we, by this Petition, do 
endeavour to ſecond our former Petition againſt Re- 
cuſants, and ſet down in this Petition, that the 
Hope of this Match doth make the Papiſts inſolent, 
and do humbly, by Petition, without Expectation

mons ſheweth, that we are called hither for the De- 


fence and State of the King and Kingdom, and the 
Religion. He thinketh the Petition to be good, and 


liketh it in omnibus. 


Mx. Noye faith; that, by the Debate of this Bu- 


fineſs, he is grown to ſome Reſolution, and yet he 
hath ſome Doubt.

City, we have not done otherwiſe than the Samaritan

blame her, but ſaid, that her Faith had ſaved her. 
And he hopeth, when the King ſhall be rightly in-

day concerning the ſame. 


Ms. Aford faith, that we are now by the King's 


Letter reſtrained of our Liberty of Speech. He 


would have us now, in this Extremity, to proceed 


as we have done in former Parliaments in the like 
Caſes; and to that End view, at a Committee, all 
our Proceedings in the Buſineſs of our Petition; and 
endeavour thereby to ſatisfy his Majeſty, that we 
have done nothing tending to the Breach of his Pre- 
rogative, as his Majeſty hath been informed. 

Ir is ordered, that the Speaker ſhall go out of 
the Chair, that we may debate as at a Committee. 

Taz Speaker being out of the Chair, a great

Grief; for in the King's Letter there is no Mention 
of any thing for them, or in their Behalf. He 
thinketh, that we have done nothing but in the 
Duty of the moſt dutiful Subjects. He marvelleth, 
that any amongſt us ſhould diſlike our Proceedings 
in the Petition, ſince, when it paſſed in this Houſe, 
there was not one Negative. He wiſheth, that 
thoſe who diſliked would have ſaid No: That we

Goodneſs, ſend to this Houſe to proceed in that Bu- 


ſineſs: but hereupon the Houſe did, notwithſtand- 


ing, proceed to juſtify their Actions, and to claim 


their Privileges. He would have us now ſeek out 
Precedents and proceed accordingljy 

Mx. Pymme' ſaith, that the Words of fiery, popu- 
lar and turbulent are laid by his Majeſty on the 
whole Houſe; for, ſince we have not puniſhed or 
queſtioned any ſuch, but (as the Letter ſaith) been 
led by their Propoſitions, it is the Act of the whole 
Houſe. He deſireth, a Petition may be from us to 
the King, to know, who, his Majeſty hath been in- 


formed, thoſe fiery turbulent Spirits are; that we 


may juſtify ourſelves, and clear the Houſe of the 
Taint of thoſe Words.

teſtant Religion, in foreign Parts, was miſerable :

whereas, in the very Beginning of this your Apo- 
logy, you tax Us, in fair Terms, of truſting un- 
certain Reports, and partial Information, concern- 
ing your Proceedings, We wiſh you to remember, 
that We are an old and experienced King, needing 
no ſuch Leſſons ; being, in our Conſcience, freeſ 
of any King alive from hearing or truſting idle 
Reports; which ſo many of your Houſe, as are 
neareſt Us, can bear Witneſs unto you, if you would 
give as good Ear to them, as you do unto ſome Tri- 
bunitial Orators amongft you. And, for Proof in 
this Particular, we have made your own Meſſengers 
confer your other Petition, ſent by you, with the 
Copy thereof, which was ſent us before ; between 
which there is no Difference at all, but that, ſince 


Our receiving the firſt Copy, you added a Concluſion 
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unto 
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anto it, which could not come to Our Hands, till 


it was done by you, and your Meſſengers ſent, which 


was all at one Time. And, if that We had had no 
Copy of it beforehand, We muſt have received your 
firſt Petition, to Our great Diſhonour, before We 
had known what it contained ; which would have 


enforced us to give you a far worſe Anſwer, than 


now we do : for then your Meſſengers had returned 
with nothing, but that We have judged your Peti- 
tion unlawful, and unworthy of an Anſwer. For, 
as to your Concluſion thereof, it is nothing but Pro- 
teſtatio contraria facto: for, in the Body of your Pe- 
tition, you uſurp upon our Prerogative Royal, and 
meddle with Things far above your Reach; and 
then, in Concluſion, you proteſt the contrary: as 
if a Robber would take a Man's Purſe, and then 
proteſt, he meant not to rob him. For firſt, you 
preſume to give Us your Advice concerning the 
Match of our deareſt Son with ſome Proteſtant, we 
cannot ſay Princeſs, (for we know none of theſe fit 
for him) and diſſuade us from his Match with Spain, 
urging us to a preſent War with that King: and 
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yet, in the Concluſion, forſooth, ye proteſt, ye in- 


tend not to preſs on Our moſt undoubted and regal 


Prerogative; as if the petitioning of Us in Matters 


that yourſelves confeſs, that ye ought not to med - 


dle with, were not a meddling with them. And 


whereas ye pretend, that you were invited to this 
Courſe, by the Speeches of Three honourable Lords,

The Difference is no 
greater, than as if we would tell a Merchant, that 
we had great Need to borrow Money from him, for 
raiſing an Army, that thereupon it ſhould follow, 
that we were bound to follow his Advice in the Di- 
rections of the War, and all Things depending there. 
upon. But yet, not contenting yourſelves with this 
Excuſe of your's, which indeed cannot hold Water, 
ye come after to a direct Contradiction to the Con- 
cluſion of your former Petition, ſaying, * that the 
Honour and Safety of Us and Our Poſterity, and 
ce the Patrimony of Our Children, invaded and poſ- 
<« ſeſſed by their Enemies, the Welfare of Religion 
cc and State of Our Kingdom, are Matters, at any 
Time, not unfit for your deepeſt Conſiderations in 
„Parliament.“ To this Generality We anſwer 
with the Logicians, that, where all Things are con- 
tained, nothing is omitted; ſo as this Plenipotency 
of your's inveſts you in all Power upon Earth, lack- 
ing nothing but the Pope's, to have the Keys allo 
both of Heaven and Purgatory. And to this vaſt 
Generality of your's, We can give no other Anſwer; 
for it will trouble all the beſt Lawyers in the Houſe 
to make a good Commentary upon it. For fo did 
the Puritan Minifters in Scotland bring all Kind of 
Cauſes within the Compaſs of their Juriſdiction, 
faying, that it was the Church's Office to judge of 
Slander; and there could no Kind of Crime or 
Fault be committed, but there was a Slander in it, 
either againſt God, the King, or their Neighbour. 
And by this Means they hooked in to themſelves the 
Cogniſance of all Cauſes. Or, like Bellarmine's 
Diſtinction of the Pope's Power over all Kings, in 
ordine ad ſpiritualia; whereby he gives him all tem- 
poral Juriſdiction over them. But, to give you a di- 
rect Anſwer to the Matter of War, for which you 


are ſo earneſt, we confeſs we rather expected, that(:©

the Cr 
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you ſhould have given Us great and hearty Thanks 
for the ſo long maintaining a ſettled Peace in all 
Our Dominions, whenas all Our Neighbours about 
are in a miſerable Combuſtion of War : but Dulce 
bellum inexpertis; and We indeed find by Experience, 
that a Number of our Subjects are ſo pampered with 
Peace, as they are deſirous of Change, though they 
know not what. It is true, that We have ever pro- 
feſſed, and in that Mind, with God's Grace, we mean 
to live and die, that we will labour, by all Means 
poſſible, either by Treaty or by Force, to reſtore 
Our Children to their ancient Dignities and Inhe- 
ritances; and, whatſoever Chriſtian Princes or Po- 
tentates will ſet themſelves againſt jt, We will not 
ſpare any lawful Means to bring Our ſo juſt and 
honourable Purpoſe to a good End; neither ſhall 
the Match of Our Son, or any other worldly Reſ- 
pect, be preferred to this Our Reſolution. For, by 
Our Credit and Intervention with the King of Spain, 
and the Archdutcheſs, and her Huſband now with 
God, We preſerved the Lower Palatinate one whole 
Year from any farther conquering in it; which, 
within Eight Days Space, at that Time, might have 
eaſily been ſwallowed up by Spinola's Army, with- 
out any Reſiſtance: and in no better Caſe was it 
now, at our Ambaſſador, the Lord Digby's coming 
through Heidelberg, if he had not extraordinarily 
ſuccoured it. But, becauſe We perceive that ye 
couple this War of the Palatinate with the Cauſe of 


Religion, we mutt a little unfold your Eyes herein. 


TE Beginning of this miſerable War, which 
hath ſet all CHriſtendom on Fire, was not for Reli- 
gion, but only cauſed by Our Son in Law his-haſty 
and raſh Reſolution, following evil Counſel, to take 
to himſelf the Crown of Bohemia. And, that this is 
true, himſelf wrote Letters unto us, at that Time, 
deſiring us to give Aſſurance, both to the French 
King and the State of Venice, that his accepting of 
the Crown of Bohemia had no Reference to the Cauſe 
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of Religion, but only by Reaſdn of his Right by 
Election, as he called it. And We would be ſorry, 
that that Aſperſion ſhould come upon Our Religion, 
as to make it a good Pretext for dethroning of Kings, 
and uſurping their Crowns; and We would be loth 
that Our People here ſhould be taught that Doc- 
trine : no, let us not ſo far wrong the Jeſuits, as 
to rob them of their {weet Poſitions and Practice in 
that Point. And, upon the other Part, We aſſure 
Ourſelf ſo far of your charitable Thoughts of Us, 
that We would never have conſtantly denied Our 


Son in Law both the Title and Aſſiſtance in that 


Point, if We had been well perſuaded of the Juſtice 
of his Quarrel. But, to conclude this Point, this 
uunjuſt Uſurpation of the Crowns of Bohemia and 


Hungary, from the Emperor, hath given the Pope, 


and all that Party, too fair a Ground, and opened 
too wide a Gate, for the curbing and oppreſſing of 
many Thouſands of Our Religion, in divers Parts of 
Chriſtendom. And, whereas ye excuſe your touching 
upon the King of Spain, upon the Occaſion of the 
Incidents by you repeated in that Place, and yet af- 
firm, that it is without any Touch to his Honour; 
We cannot wonder enough, that ye are ſo forgetful 


both of your Words and Writs. For, in your for- 
mer Petition, ye plainly affirm, that he affects the, 


Temporal Monarchy of the whole Earth, than which 
there can be no more Malice uttered againſt any 
great King, to make all other Princes and Poten- 
tates both envy and hate him. But (if ye liſt) it 
may be eaſily tried, whether that Speech touched 
him in Honour or not, if we ſhall aſk him whether 
he means to aſſume to himſelf that Title or no: for 
every King can beſt judge of his own Honour. We 


- omit the particular Ejaculations of ſome foul-mouth- 
ed * Orators in your Houſe, againſt the Honour of | 


his Crown and State. And, touching your Excuſe

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of not determining any thing concerning the Match

? f) Parliament; where we plainly profeſſed, that We 
were in Treaty for his Match with Spain, and wiſhed 
you to have that Confidence in our Religion and 
Wiſdom, that we would ſo manage it, as our Reli- 
gion ſhould receive no Prejudice by it. And the 
ſame We now repeat unto you, profeſſing, that We 
are ſo far engaged in that Match, as we cannot in 
Honour go back ; except the King of Spain perform 
not ſuch Things, as We expect at his Hands. And 
therefore We are ſorry, that ye ſhould ſhew to have 
ſo great Diſtruſt in Us, or to conceive, that We 
ſhould be cold in Our Religion. Otherwiſe We can- 
not imagine, how our former public Declaration 
ſhould not have ſtopped your Mouths in this Point. 
And, as to your Requeſt, that we would now receive 
your former Petition, We wonder what could make 
you preſume, that We would now receive it : 
whereas, in our former Letter, We plainly declared 
the contrary unto you; and therefore We have juſt- 
ly rejected that Suit of your's. For what have you 
left unattempted in the higheſt Points of Sovereign- 
ty, in that Petition of your's, except the ſtriking 
of Coin ? For it contains the Violation of Leagues, 
the particular Way how to govern a War, and the 
Marriage of our deareſt Son, both negative with 
Spain, nay, with any other Popiſh Princeſs, and al- 
ſo affirmative, as to the matching with one of our 
Religion; which, We confeſs, is a Strain beyond 
e out any Providence or Wiſdom God hath given Us, as 
. Things now ſtand. Theſe are unfit Things to be 
4 2 handled 
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handled in Parliament, except your King ſhould 
require it of you: for who can have Wiſdom to 
judge of Things of that Nature, but ſuch as are 
daily acquainted with the Particulars of Treaties, 
and of the variable or fixed Connexion of Affairs of 
State, together with the Knowledge of ſecret Ways, 
Ends and Intentions of Princes, in their ſeveral Ne- 
gotiations ? Otherwiſe, a ſmall miſtaking in Matters 
of this Nature may produce more Effects than can 
be imagined: and therefore, Ne ſutor ultra crepidam. 
And beſides, the intermeddling in Parliament in 
Matters of Peace cr War, and Marriage of our 
deareſt Son, would be ſuch a Diminution to Us and 
to Our Crown in foreign Countries, as would make 
any Prince neglect to treat with Us, either in Mat- 
ters of Peace or Marriage, unleſs they might be aſ- 
ſured by the Aſſent of Parliament. And fo it proved 
long ago with a King of France, who, upon a Trick, 

rocuring his States to diſſent from ſome Treaty, 
which before he had made, was after refuſed treating 
with by other Princes, to his great Reproach, unleſs 
he would firſt procure the Aſſent of the three Eſtates 
to their Propoſition. And will you caſt your Eyes 
upon the late Times, you ſhall find, that the late 
Queen, of fampus Memory, was humbly petitioned 


by a Parliament, to be pleaſed to marry ; but her 


Anſwer was, that ſhe liked their Propoſition well, 
becauſe it was ſimple, not limiting her Liking to 
their Fancies: and, if they had done otherwiſe, ſhe 
would have thought it a high Preſumption in them. 
Judge then, what We may do in ſuch a Caſe, having 
made our public Declaration already, as we ſaid be- 
fore, directly contrary to that which you have now 


_ petitioned. Now to thoſe Points in your Petition, 


whereof you deſire an Anſwer, as properly belonging 
to a Parliament, The firſt and greateſt Point is that 
of Religion; concerning which, at this Time, We 
can give you no other Anſwer, than in the general; 
which is, that you may reſt ſecure, that We will ne- 
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. ver be weary to do all We can, for the Propagation 
: of Our Religion and repreſſing of Popery : but the 
| Manner and Form you muſt remit to Our Care and 
£ Providence, who can beſt conſider of Times and Sea- 
ſons, not by undertaking a public War of Religion, 
- through all the World at once; which, how hard 
6 and dangerous a Taſk it would prove, you may 
= judge. But this puts us in Mind, how all the World 
s complained, laſt Year, of Plenty of Corn; and God 
2 hath ſent us a cooling Card this Lear for that Heat. 
* And ſo we pray God, that this Deſire amongſt you 
d of kindling Wars, ſhewing your Wearineſs of Peace 
bs and Plenty, may not make God permit us to fall 
4 into the Miſeries of both. But, as we already ſaid, 
. Our Care of Religion muſt be ſuch, as, on the one 
5 Part, we muſt not, by the hot Perſecution of our 
1 Recuſants at home, irritate foreign Princes of con- 
oy 85)trary Religion, and teach them the Way to plague 
Yo the Proteſtants in their Dominions ; with whom We 
5 daily intercede, and at this Time principally, for 
— Eaſe to them of our Profeſſion, that live under them: 
5 yet, upon the other Part, We never mean to ſpare, 

de from due and ſevere Puniſhment, any Papiſt that 
; q will grow inſolent for living under our ſo mild Go- 
_— vernment. And you may alſo be aſſured, We will 
ll. leave no Care untaken, as well for the good Educa- 

P tion of the Youth at home, eſpecially the Children of , 
2 Papiſts, as alſo for preſerving, at all Times hereafter, 
2 the Youth that are or ſhall be abroad, from being 


"4 bred in dangerous Places, and ſo poiſoned in Popiſh 
ns Seminaries. And, as in this Point, namely, con- 
cerning the good Education of the Popiſh Youth at 
| home, We have already given ſome good Proof, 
wy both in this Kingdom and in Jreland; fo will We be 
"> well pleaſed to paſs any good Laws, that ſhall be 
We made, either now, or at any Time hereafter, to this 
Purpoſe. And, as to your Requeſt of making this 


5 a Seſſions, and granting a General Pardon, it ſhall 
5 be in your Defaults, if We make not this a Seſſion 


d before 
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before Chriſtmas, as in Our former Letter We certi. 
Particulars in it, as we muft be well adviſed upon; 


otherwiſe We give you back the Double or Triple 
of that We are to receive by your entire Subſidy 


without Fifteenths. But the ordinary Courle we hold 


fitteſt to be uſed ſtill in this Caſe, which is, that We 
ſhould, of our free Grace, ſend you down a Pardon 
from the higher Houſe, containing ſuch Points as 
We ſhall think fitteſt, wherein We hope ye ſhall re- 
ceive good Satisfaction. But We cannot omit to 
ſhew you, how ſtrange We think it, that ye ſhould 
make ſo bad and unjuſt a Commentary upon ſome

Words; and then after we forbid you to meddle with 
ſuch Things as have their ordinary Courſe in Courts 
of Juſtice ; ye couple together theſe two diſtinct Sen- 
tences, and plainly leave out theſe Words of Myſ- 


teries of State; ſo as ye err à bene diviſis ad male con- 


Junaa, For of the former Part, concerning Myſte- 


Tries of State, we plainly reſtrained our Meaning to 


the Particulars that were after mentioned: and, in 
the latter, We confeſs We meant it by Sir Edward 
Cooke's fooliſh Buſineſs ; becauſe theſe Heads he is 
accuſed of were, before your Meeting, prefented unto 
Us, and We had ſettled a legal Courſe of Proceed- 
ing therein. And therefore it had well become him, 
eſpecially being our Servant, and one of our Council, 
if he had had any thing againſt it, to have complain- 
ed unto Us; which he never did, though he _

But, for- the Pardon, ye crave ſuch 


to our Petition. 
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ordinarily at Our Court, ſince that Time, and never 
had Acceſs refuſed unto him. And although We 


cannot allow of the Stile, calling it * Your ancient 


+ and undoubted Right and Inheritance,“ but would 
rather have wiſhed, that ye had faid, that your Pri- 
vileges were derived from the Grace and Permiſſion 
of Our Anceſtors and Us (for moſt of them grow 
from Precedents, which ſhews rather a Toleration 


than Inheritance) yet we are pleaſed ro giveOur Royal 


Aſſurance, that, as long as you ſhall continue to 
contain yourſelves within the Limits of your Duty 
and Reſpect to Us (as We aſſure Ourſelf you will do) 
We will be as careful to preſerve your lawful Liber- 
ties and Privileges, as ever any. Our Predeceſſors 
were, nay, as to preſerve Our own Royal Preroga- 
tive : fo as your Houſe ſhall only need to beware to 
trench upon the Prerogative of the Crown, which 
would enforce us, or any juſt King to retrench them 
of their Privileges, that would pare his Prerogative 
and Flowers of the Crown. But of this, we hope, 
there ſhall never be Cauſe given. To conclude then : 
Since We have now fo largely expreſſed the Sincerity 


$4) of Our Meaning unto you, We require you to go 


on cheerfully, and to uſe all convenient Diligence, 
for preparing ſuch good Laws for Us to paſs, at this 
Time, as the People may ſee the Care that both We 
and you have for the good Government of the King- 
dom ; ending as We did in Our former Letter, if 
there be not a happy Seſſion made, at this Time, it 
ſhall be in your Default.

SIR George Moore faith, that our Liberties are 
our Freehold, and the faireft Flower that groweth 
in the Garden of the Commons : and, if they be 
once nipped, they will never grow again :—Fhat 
we have laboured but of Duty (in the Service of 
thoſe who ſent us hither) to defend our Liberties, 
what we could: That his Majeſty did at firſt ſay, 
and hath fince reiterated his Promiſe, that he woald 
confirm and maintain all our lawful Liberties :;— 
Fhat he doubteth not, but his Majeſty, when he 
ſhall confider, that we have done what hath been 
good, but that he] will add (as God did to Ezetras, 
when he had prayed and ſaid, that he had done what 
was good in his Sight, Fifteen Years to his Age) a 
longer Time to our Sitting here. He would have a 
Committee appointed to conſider of all the Meſ- 
ſages, ſent us by the King, concerning our Privi- 
leges, and his Majeſty's ſeveral Anſwers ; that we 
may ſee, how the State of our Liberties now ſtands.

with us this Day, as in a Battle: we can err but 
once. He hopeth we ſhall not ſo much reflect on 
the Manner of the King's Anſwer, as the Matter : 
— That the King, when he wrote this Anſwer, was

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extremely divided between his Zeal to this Houſe, 
and the Jealouſy of foreign Princes, who had their 
Eyes over his Majeſty, to ſee what would be the 


Succeſs of our Petition. Seeing we have, as for 


our Liberties, a full Anſwer; and, for the reſt of 
our Petitions, as much Satisfaction, as his Majeſty, 
with his Honour, can (as Things ſtand) give ; that 
our longer complaining of our Grief will be rather 
a Diſcontent to the King, than otherwiſe :—That 
his Majeſty (when he had deſpatched this his Anſwer) 
parted from the Meſſengers cheerfully, as if he 
thought, that, by this his Anſwer, he had both an- 
ſwered the Expectation of this Houſe, and prevented 
the Jealouſy of foreign Princes. He would have

MR. Thomas Crewe faith, that, as we owe to the 
King our Duty, our Lives, and all we have, ſo do 
we our Liberties and Privileges to our Poſterity, 
The Time being ſo ſhort we have to ſit, it will be 
loſt Labour now for us to go on with Bills. Since 
the Bill of Monopolies is caſt away, and, for aught 
we 
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we hear, that alſo againſt Concealments, and all the 
Bills of Grace laid aſlee with the Lords, he think- 
eth, it will not be worth our Labour to have a Seſ- 


ſions, which (if we might have had thoſe Bills) he 
ſhould have been glad of. It cannot but be a great 


Grief to us, to hear ſo wiſe a King to doubt the 


Right of our Privileges, and would have us ſtile 
them a Liberty derived by the Permiſſion of Princes; 


and he thinketh this doth ſtir all our Hearts That 
he thinketh, the Walls of this Houſe would ſpeak

Six Edward Cooke proteſteth, that he ever ſpeak- 
eth his own Conſcience, but he doth not ever ſpeak 


his own Things; for he, for the moſt Part, ever 


(:83)ſpeaketh by Warrant of Precedents. Omnis qualitas 


in principali ſubjscto eft in ſummo gradu, as Lumen 


in ſole: and ſo are the Privileges (which are the 
Laws) of the Parliament, here in the Parliament, 
in principali ſubjecto, and therefore in ſummo grad : 
— That the Liberties and Privileges of Parliament 
are the Mother and Life of all Laws, and Laws are 
in Parliament in ſummo gradu; whereas the King 
faith, he liketh not our ſtiling of our Liberties our 
ancient Inheritance, yet he will maintain and give 
us Leave to enjoy the ſame; which indeed ftriketh 
at the Root of all our Privileges. Conſuetudo regni 
is the. Law of the Kingdom. He thinketh, that 
that Part of his Majeſty's Anſwer proceeded only by 
the Length of it; for it was at the End of his' An- 
ſwer that he wrote, he wiſhed we had not ſtiled 
our Privileges our ancient Inheritance, but rather, 
that we had them by the Permiſſion of our Kings, 
his Majeſty's Predeceſſors. He would have us ſtand

and that a general Committee ſhould debate hereof. 
He would have us take Account on Monday of the 
State of the Bills of the Houſe, and that then we 

Vor.

Sir William Spencer would have this 8 Com-

Mx. Noye faith, that our Liberties and Privileges 


are, by Magna Charta, confirmed to us, by liberta- 
tes ſuas; which ſheweth, that they are anciently our's, 
and but confirmed (not originally granted) to us. 

Mx. Secretary ſaith, that it was never in his Ma- 
jeſty's Mind or Opinion to queſtion our Privileges, 
but it was only the Slip of a Pen in the End of a 


long Anſwer :—That he would have a Committee 


to conſider hereof; for our Privileges ought to be 


dear unto us. As for that Particular of our Privi- 
leges, ſpoken of by Sir Villiam Spencer, he would 
not have the Committee to meddle therewith ; for 
he thinketh it will aſk a great Diſpute, and it will 
at laſt grow a Queſtion between the King and us, 
of our Privileges therein. 

Mx. Glanvile ſaith, that the King hath not the 
Power of Refuſal of our juſt Privileges, though we 


make our Requeſt for his Permiſſion of them :—-That

——- That he thinketh, if we did ſet down our Privi- 
leges and Liberties, it would clear us of all thoſe 
Rubs. He wiſheth, that himſelf were a Sacrifice, 
ſo as there were a good and perfect Correſpondency 
and right Underſtanding between the King and the 


Houſe, as he hopeth there is:—That one Walter 


Clerk, being a Burgeſs for Chippenham in the County 


of Wilts, was fined for a Riot in Time of Parlia- 
ment, at the King's Suit; which encouraged alſo 
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one Robert Baſſet to ſue the ſaid Clerk, on an Action 
of Treſpaſs; and alſo one John Payne ſued the ſaid 


Clerk to an Outlawry, and laid him up in the Fleet: 


but hereupon this Houſe of Parliament would do 
nothing till they had their Burgeſs again. Thoſe of 
the King's Side ſaid then, that, for the King's Suit, 
Non omittas propter aliquam libertatem; and it was 
then alſo alleged, on the Behalf of this Houſe, that

_ Sir Francis Seymour faith, that there are other 
Points, as well as this which his Majeſty hath now 
by his Meſſage cleared, whereof he deſireth, that 
we may be cleared alſo. One of them is Part of 
the Meſſage, where his Majeſty ſaith, he taketh 


himſelf free and able to puniſh any Miſdemeanour in 


Parliament, as well ſitting the Parliament as other- 
wiſe. Another is, that his Majeſty faith, he will 
maintain our Privileges ſo long as we deſerve it, and 
the Privileges which we have by uncontrollable 
Precedents enjoyed: whereas he thinketh, there 
are but few Precedents of our Liberties, which have 
not been controlled, by ſome of our former Kings. 
He deſireth therefore, that a Committee may go on 
to ſettle our Privileges, and to let his Majeſty ſee 
Precedents, how we have formerly enjoyed them, and 
our Right to them; eſpecially concerning thoſe 
Parts of our Privileges, which his Majeſty hath 
mentioned in his Meſſages and Letters.

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the Secretary hath not yet ſatisfied ; and he think- 
eth, that there are ſome Things in his Majeſty's 
Letter, that dutifully may be conſidered of; and he 
would have us now only inſiſt on the re&ifying and 
ſettling of our Privileges; for thereby ſhall we be 
able, at another Time, to go on with Buſineſſes here

Six George Moore thinketh, the King hath given 
us good Satisfaction for our Privileges.

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our Proteſtation for our Privileges, and then go on 
with Bills, for the Concluſion of a Seſſions. 


Six Edward Cecil would have us go on with the 


Bills and Buſineſs of the Houſe (not that he think - 
eth it is poſſible to have a Seſſions) if it be but to 
ſhew our Thankfulneſs to his Majeſty for his gra- 
cious Meſſage; but would principally have us ap- 
oint a Committee to conſider of our Privileges. He 
is glad to ſee by a Precedent (which was even now 
ſhewed by Sir Edward Cooke) that it hath been an 
ancient Uſe, that, on Diſcontent, the Houſe hath 
uſed to be ſilent, and it is now no new Thing.

and general Words, as might ſerve for future Times

For, founding the Claim of their Privileges upon 
the Words of Our Writ for aſſembling a Parliament, 
the Contrivers of that Proteſtation craftily men- 
tioned ſome Words, viz. ſaper arduis regni negotiis; 
but of Purpoſe left out gaibuſdam, which reſtrains 
that Generality to ſuch particular Caſes as We are 
[pleaſed} to conſult with them upon. And the very 
uncontrolled Cuſtom of all Times doth manifeſtly 
prove, that the King himſelf, or his Chancellor in 
his Name, doth, at the very Beginning of the Par- 
liament, declare unto them what Things theſe qui» 
' buſdam are, wherein he craveth their Advice and 
Aſſiſtance. And Uſe is ever the beſt Interpreter of 
Words in a Cafe of this Nature. Upon which un- 

dutiful Proteſtation We were juftly occaſioned to 
publiſh Our Pleaſure for the Diſſolution of the Par- 
tiament, as appears by Our Proclamation.
